PASSED THE SENATE. 


After a Warm Contest Compromise 
Army Measure with Gorman 
Amendment Is Adopted. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—After a con- 
test that will be memorable in the his- 
tory of the senate, the compromise 
army reorganization bill was passed 
Monday evening at 7:10. When the 
senate convened at 11 o'clock a. m., it 
seemed more than likely that the bill 
might not be passed during the day. 
Senator Gorman, (Md.) insisted that his 
amendment providing that the army 
should not be increased permanently 
or beyond July 1, 1901, be incorporated 
in the measure. For several hours it 
appeared probable that his insistence 
at least would throw the bill over un- 
til to-day and perhaps defeat it.. An 
agreement was reached finally, how 
ever, and Senator Gorman’s amend- 
ment, in a slightly modified form, was 
accepted, “The notable speech of the 
day against the measure was delivered 
by Senator Vest (Mo.), but his brilliant 
eloquence availed nothing against. the 
measure as finally agreed upon. At 
night the senate took up the sundry 
civil bill and completed its reading, all 
the committee amendments 
agreed to except those relating to the 
District of Columbia. The bill was then 
laid aside to be completed: to-day. - 

Washington, Feb. 28.—The house was 
in session seven hours Monday and sent 
to the senate two more appropriation 
bills, the army, which has been under 
consideration for several days, and. the 
fortifications. The former carried 
about $79,000,000 and the latter approxi- 
mately $4,700,000. The final conference 
report upon the Indian appropriation 


bill was also adopted. The only amend- 


ment of importance attached to the 
army bill was one giving two months’

Otis Acts with Propriety. 

Washington, Feb. 28.—The officials 
at the war department were asked Mon- 
lay why Gen. Otis had refused to rec- 
ognize the- commissioners who had 
come to Manila from the insurgent 
headquarters at Malolos when they 
came to seek peace. The reply was 


‘that Gen. Otis was acting with the 


greatest propriety in this matter. He 
was careful not to commit his gov- 
ernment to any recognition of Agui- 
naldo that would makea precedent, and 
then there was always the best rea- 
son for withholding confidence in 
every act of the insurgents where the 
placing of trust would imperil Amer- 
ican lives and interests. The Filipino 
insurgents will have no difficulty in se- 


curing amnesty, it is said, if they lay 


down their arms and submit uncon- 
ditionally, for there is no purpose on 


the part of the American commanders 


to wreak vengeance upon a submissive 
foe. 
Rebels Comparatively Quiet, - 

Menila, Feb. 28.—Except for an oc- 
casional volley and some individual fir- 
ing by the rebels from the jungle near 
Caloocan along the river and in the vi- 
cinity of San Pedro Macati all was quiet 
along the entire line. Sunday night. 
The enemy’s sharpshooters at Caloocan 
continue to annoy the soldiers in the 
daytime; but the Americans no longer 
pay much attention to them, reserving 
their fire until the rebels appear in 
the open in sufficient force to justify 
a volley or an occasional shell. 

During the night time the men are 
so accustomed to the enemy’s salutes 


. that a majority of them remain undis- 


turbed, secured by the outposts and 
sentries. 

In Manila absolute quiet prevails; the 
Streets are deserted and the only 
sounds to be heard after seven o’clock 
in the evening are the tramp of the 
patrols and sentries and the occasional 


-canter of the hoofs of an officer’s horse.

“Resolved, That the United States con- 
gress, aS soon as the treaty of peace be- 
tween this government and Spain is rati- 
fied, give notice to the inhabitants of the 
Philippines that it is not our desire or pur- 
pose to hold them under permanent mili- 
tary control or as colonial subjects, but as 
soon as practicable to aid them to estab- 
lish a republican form of government and 
to become independent and self-sustaining, 
with such commercial and military priv- 
ileges from the United States as may be 
agreed upon between us. In the meantime 
we will protect both persons and property 
with the largest liberty to citizens possi- 
ble under the circumstances.” 


The votes were practically. unani- 
mous on the two resolutions adopted, 
and the Livingston resolution was de- 
feated by a large majority. 


Kipling Still Alive. 

New York, Feb. 28.—Dr. Dunham, at 
ten. o’clock p. m.

Kipling’s condition remained the same.

Jury in the Adams Poisoning Cas® 
Returns Its Verdict. 


RESULTS IN ARREST OF MOLINEUX. 


He Is Charged with Sending to @rnish 
the Bottle of Poison Which Caused 
the Death of Mrs. Adams 
Last December. 

kd 

New York, Feb. 28.—The jury in the 
Adams poison cases came in with its 
verdict.at 8:43 p. m. Monday. It wasas 
follows: “We find that the said Kath- 
erine J. Adams came to her death on 
December 28, 1898, in 61 West Eighty- 
sixth street, by poison by mercuric 
cyanide, administered by Harry S. 
Cornish, to whom said' poison had’ been 
sent in a bottle of bromo seltzer by 


Roland B. Molineux.” The coroner im- 


mediately issued a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Molineux, and the latter was at 
once arraigned before him. Through 
his attorney, Bartow S. Weeks, he fe- 
manded an immediate hearing, but As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne ob- 
jected, saying it was impossible to pro- 
ceed with the hearing. The hearing 
was then set down for Wednesday 
morning at 11:30 o’clock. Molineux 
was committed to the Tombs without 
bail. 
Sensational Proceedings. 

While the inquest was into the death 
of Mrs. Adams, it also went into the cir- 
cumstances of the death of Henry C. 
Barnet, of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, who was poisoned by a powder re- 
ceived through the mail, as was Mrs. 
Adams’. The cases are so closely eon- 
nected that they can scarcely be con- 
sidered separately. The proce edings of 
the final day of the inquest were sensa- 
tional in the highest degree. The case 
had dragged along monotonously, wit- 
nesses being examined for the sole pur- 
pose, as it seemed, of contradicting Har- 
ry Cornish’s testimony in minor details, 
or of eliciting suggestions as to a mo- 
tive that might have led Cornish to com- 
mit the crime. The newspapers from 
the beginning had stuck to Molineux as 
the person most to be suspected, bui 
the prosecuting officials apparently 
never harbored such a thought. The 
examiner was kind and gentle when 
Molineux was on the stand, gruff and 
severe when dealing with Cornish, 

‘The curtain rose on the last act of 
the melodrama Monday afternoon. A 
shop-keeper who rented private letter 
boxes swore positively that Molineux 
was his patron, using the name of “H. 
C. Barnet.” It was proved long ago 
that the bottles of medicine had been 
sent to that letter box. Then the hand- 
writing experts were called and one af- 
ter another declared that the hand that 
wrote the address on the poison pack- 
age and forged the names of Harry 


_ Cornish and H. C. Barnet to letters sent 


to drug firms ordering powder medi- 
cine was the hand of Roland B. Moli- 
neux. ‘The experts were absolutely cer- 
tain in their identification of the pen- 
manship, and would make no qualifica- 
tion of their statements. District At- 
torney Gardiner then summed up the 
case, directly accusing Molineux. The 
jury brought in its verdict charging 
Molineux with the murder, and he was 


at once arrested and committed to the 


Tombs without bail. 
Molineux is a member of the New 


‘York Athletic club, and was, until his 


quarrel with Harry Cornish, a promi- 
nent member of the Knickerbocker Ath- 
letic club, from which he resigned be- 
cause of that quarrel. Molineux’s fath- 
er, Gen. Leslie Molineux, of Brooklyn, 
is a paint manufacturer, and is reputed 
to be a millionaire. The prisoner has 
gone in good society, being of excellent 
address and manners, and prospective 
heir to a great fortune. 


Mining Plant Sold. 

Florence, Wis., Feb. 28.—The Flor- 
ence mine and all other property of the 
Florence Iron River company, including 
over 4,000 acres of land in Forest coun- 
ty, Wis., superintendent’s residence 
property, mine buildings, mining sup- 
plies and machinery, was sold Monday 
at public auction by Receiver Beattie. 
R. C. Flannigan, the only: bidder, repre- 
senting Ernest Thalman, of New York, 
was the purchaser, paying $166,500. 
Thalman was a heavy creditor. The 
receiver will probably be discharged on 
March 15, and mining operations again 
resumed. The mine produces non-Bes- 
semer ore.

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PASSED THE SENATE. 


After a Warm Contest Compromise 
Army Measure with Gorman 
Amendment Is Adopted. 


Washington, Feb. 28.—After a con- 
test that will be memorable in the his- 
tory of the senate, the compromise 
army reorganization bill was passed 
Monday evening at 7:10. When the 
senate convened at 11 o'clock a. m., it 
Seemed. more than likely that the bill 
might not be passed during the day. 
Senator Gorman, (Md.) insisted that his 


amendment providing that the army 


should not be increased permanently 
or beyond July 1, 1901, be incorporated 
in the measure. For several hours it 
appeared probable that his insistence 
at least would throw the bill over un- 
til to-day and perhaps defeat it.. An 
agreement was reached finally, how 
ever, and Senator Gorman’s amend 
ment, in a slightly modified form, was 
accepted, “The notable speech of the 
day against the measure was delivered 
by Senator Vest (Mo.), but his brilliant 
eloquence availed nothing against the 
measure as finally agreed upon. At 
night the senate took up the sundry 
civil bill and completed its reading, all 
the committee amendments 
agreed to except-those relating to the 
District. of Columbia. The bill was then 
laid aside to be completed to-day. | 
Washington, Feb. 28.—The house was 
in session seven hours Monday and sent 
to the senate two more appropriation 
bills, the army, which has been under 
consideration for several days, and the 
fortifications. The former carried 
about $79,000,000 and the latter approxi- 
mately $4,700,000. The final conference 
report upon the Indiam appropriation 
bill was also adopted. The only amend- 
ment of importance attached to the 
army bill was one giving two months’ 


| extra pay to enlisted men in the regular 


army who served beyond the limits of 
the United States during the war with 
Spain, and one month’s extra pay to 
those who served in the United States. 
The discussion of the administration’s 
policy relative to the Philippines, which 
has been occupying the attention oj 
the members. to the exclusion of al 
most everything else during the com 
sideration of appropriation bills for the 
last two weeks, was continued Mon 
day, several speeches being made on 
the subject. Mr. Dockery (dem., Mo.), 
the leading democrat on the appropria- 
tion committee, asserted that the ap- 
propriations for this congress would 
reach $1,600,000,000.

President 
George A. Weiss, of the American Brew- 
ing company, has confessed judgments 
for $10,050 in favor of A. Magnus Sons, 
Chicago malsters. A suit for $40,000) 
brought by the receivers of the National 
Bank of Illinois is pending. The bank 
receivers hold bonds and other indebt- 
edness against the brewing company of 
more than $800,000, representing money 
advanced by President Schneider, of the 
National Bank of Illinois.

Cleveland, O., Feb. 28.—The trial oi 
J. M. Wallace, alias Daniel Jones, on 
the charge of forgery, was commenced 
in the criminal court Monday. Wallace 
was charged with swindling the Citi:

$5,000 on a fraudulent mortgage. He 
is believed to belong to an organized 
gang of forgers which has operated ali 
over the country. The trial was 
brought to an abrupt termination Mon- 
day afternoon by Wallace pleading 
guilty to the charge of swindling the 
Cleveland bank out of $5,000.

Washington, Feb. 28.—The officials 
nt the war department were asked Mon- 
day why Gen. Otis had refused to rec- 
pgnize the- commissioners who had 
come to Manila from the insurgent 
headquarters at Malolos when they 
tame to seek peace. The reply was 
that Gen. Otis was acting with the 
greatest propriety in this matter. He 
was careful not to commit his gov- 
ernment to any recognition of Agui- 
naldo that would makea precedent, and 
then there was always the best rea- 
son for withholding confidence in 
every act of the insurgents where the 
placing of trust would imperil Amer- 
ican lives and interests. The Filipine 
insurgents will have no difficulty in se- 


“curing amnesty, it is said, if they lay 


down their arms and submit uncon- 
ditionally, for there is no purpose on 
the part of the American commanders 
to wreak vengeance upon a submissive 
foe. ; 
Rebels Comparatively Quiet. - 

Mentia, Feb, 28.—Except for an oc- 
casional volley and some individual fir- 
ing by the rebels from the jungle near 
Caloocan along the river and in the vi- 
cinity of San Pedro Macati all was quiet 
along the entire line. Sunday night. 
The enemy’s sharpshooters at Caloocan 
continue to annoy the soldiers in the 
daytime; but the Americans no longer 
pay much attention to them, reserving 
their fire until the rebels appear in 
the open in sufficient force to justify 
a volley or an occasional shell. 

During the night time the men are 
so accustomed to the enemy’s salutes 


-that a majority of them remain undis- 


turbed, secured by the outposts and 
sentries. 

In Manila absolute quiet prevails; the 
streets are deserted and the only 
sounds to be heard after seven o’clock 
in the evening are the tramp of the 
patrols and sentries and the occasional 
canter of the hoofs of an officer’s horse. 

The insurance companies, after a 
conference, have decided to accept war 
risks at an additional premium of 514 
per cent. per month. An idea of the 
extent of the loss by fires in the sub- 
urbs of Manila since Wednesday may 
be obtained from the figures herewith 
given: -Sixty buildings of stone and 
150 substantial wooden structures with 
iron roofs were destroyed. In addition 
8,000 nipa houses of the natives were 
burned. 


Against Polygamists. 

Washington, Feb. 28.—A favorable 
report on the proposed constitutional 
amendment prohibiting polygamists 
from being elected to congress was 
made in the house Monday by Repre- 
sentative Capron, of Rhode Island, in 
behalf of the committee on election ot 
president and vice president. It refers 
to the case of Representative-elect Brig- 
ham H. Roberts, of Utah, as one of the 
causes for renewing attention to the 
subject. After reviewing this case, the 
report states that) its determination 
rests with the next congress. On the 
genenal subject, however, it urges an 
amendment to the constitution. 


Whitecap Gang in Georgia. 

Colquitt, Ga., Feb. 28—A whitecap- 
pers’ league has been organized in 
Miller and Early counties, and the gang 
ls terrorizing’ the people of this section 
by threats and deeds of outlawry. The 
gang has issued an order that no negro 
shall live in the section in which the 
whitecappers are at work, and the 
white people have been notified that 
negroes shall not remain on their places 
under penalty of violence. Thestate of 
anxiety is intense, and the people have 
asked Gov. Candier to take steps to sup- 
press the outlaws.

“We, the democratic members of the 
house of representatives, in caucus assem- 
bled, commend the signal loyalty and valor 
of our soldiers and sailors in the perform- 
ance of every military duty to which they 
have been assigned by proper authority, 
however much we may deplore the policy 
of the administration now directing their 
movements; and we pledge to them our 
hearty support and sympathy under all 
circumstances wherever engaged.” 


The following resolution by Mr. Liv- 
ingstion (Ga.), was lost: 


“Resolved, That the United States con- 
gress, as soon as the treaty of peace be- 
tween this government and Spain is rati- 
fied, give notice to the inhabitants of the 
Philippines that it is not our desire or pur- 
pose to hold them under permanent mili- 
tary control or as colonial subjects, but as 
soon as practicable to aid them to estab- 
lish a republican form of government and 
to become independent and self-sustaining, 
with such commercial and military priv- 
ileges from the United States as may be 
agreed upon between us. In the meantime 
we will protect both persons and property 
with the largest liberty to citizens possi- 
ble under. the circumstances.” 


The votes were practically. unani- 
mous on the two resolutions adopted, 
and the Livingston, resolution was de- 
feated by a large majority.

Forcing an en- 
trance, he found he had mortally 
wounded his cousin, Beatty Scott, who 
has served several terms in the Ohio 
penitentiary.

Little Rock, Ark., Feb. 28.—General 
Manager Henry Wood, of the Choctaw 
company, estimates the number of coal 
miners affected by the strike order ef- 
fective to-day at 10,000 men.

Sensational Proceedings. 

While the inquest was into the death 
of Mrs. Adams, it also went inito the cir- 
cumstances of the death of Henry C. 
Barnet, of the Knickerbocker Athletic 
club, who was poisoned by a powder re- 
ceived through the mail, as was Mrs. 
Adams’. The cases are so closely con- 
nected that they can scarcely be com- 
sidered separately. The proceedings of 
the final day of the inquest, were sensa- 
tional in the highest degree. The case 
had dragged along monotonously, wit- 
hesses being examined for the sole pur- 
pose, as it seemed, of contradicting Har- 
ry Cornish’s testimony in minor details, 
or of eliciting suggesitions as to a mo- 
tivethat might have led Cornish to com- 
mit the crime. The newspapers from 
the beginning had stuck to Molineux as 
the person. most to be suspected, but 
the prosecuting officials apparently 
never harbored such a thought. The 
examiner was kind and gentle when 
Molineux was on the stand, gruff and 
severe when dealing with Cornish. 
. The curtain rose on the last act of 
the melodrama Monday afternoon. A 
shop-keeper who rented private letter 
boxes swore positively that Molineux 
was his patron, using the name of “H. 
C. Barnet.” It was proved long ago 
that the bottles of medicine had been 
sent to that letter box. Then the hand- 
writing expents were called and one af- 
ter another declared that the hand that 
wrote the address on the poison pack- 
age and forged the names of Harry 


Cornish and H. C. Barnet to letters sent 


to drug firms ordering powder medi- 
cine was the hand of Roland B. Moli- 
neux. The experts were absolutely cer- 
tain in their identification of the pen- 
manship, and would make no qualifica- 
tion of their statements. District At- 
torney Gardiner then summed up the 
ease, directly accusing Molineux. The 
jury brought in its verdict charging 
Molineux with the murder, and he was 
at once arrested and committed to the 
Tombs without bail. 

Molineux is a member of the New 


- York Athletic club, and was, until his 


quarrel with Harry Cornish, a promi- 
nent member of the Khickerbocker Ath- 
letic club, from which he resigned be- 
cause of that quarrel. Molineux’s fath- 
er, Gen. Leslie Molineux, of Brooklyn, 
is a paint manufacturer, and is reputed 
to be a millionaire. The prisoner has 
gone in good society, being of excellent 
address and manners, and prospective 
heir to a great fortune. 


Mining Plant Sold. 

Florence, Wis., Feb. 28.—The Flor- 
ence mine and all other property of the 
Florence Iron River company, including 
over 4,000 acres of land in Forest coun- 
ty, Wis., superintendent’s residence 
property, mine buildings, mining sup- 
plies and machinery, was sold Monday 
at public auction by Receiver Beattie. 


R. C. Flannigan, the only bidder, repre- 


senting Ernest Thalman, of New York, 
was the purchaser, paying $166,500. 
Thalman was a heavy creditor. The 
receiver will probably be discharged on 
March 15, and mining operations again 
resumed. The mine produces non-Bes- 
semer ore. 


Loubet Favors a Dreyfusard. 


London, Feb. 28.—A dispatch from 
Paris to a newspaper here says its cor- 
respondent hears President Loubet has 
already signed a decree removing Gen. 
Zurlinden from the post of military 
governor of Paris and appointing Gen. 
Faure Biget, commander of the Six- 
teenth army corps, to succeed him. 
The latter has been a consistent up- 
holder of the innocence of Dreyfus. 
There is no confirmation of this state- 
ment from other sources. 


May Represent Spain. 

Madrid, Feb. 28.—It has been re- 
ported here, though there is no official 
confirmation of the rumor, that Senor 
Don J. Brunetti Due d’Arcos, former 
Spanish minister to Mexico, will be 
designated minister to the United 
States on the resumption of diplomatic 
relations. The report that Senor Polo 
y Bernabe, late Spanish minister -at 
Washington, will go to Lisbon, is of- 
ficially confirmed. 


Will Admit American Fruit. 


Berlin, Feb. 28.—The officials of the 


German foreign office have notified the 
United States embassy that the gov- 
ernment will henceforth admit Amer- 
ican oranges, lemons and raisins with- 
out examination, and also that all Amer- 
ican fresh and dried fruit will be al- 
lowed to pass in bond through Germany 
without being examined. The decisions 
are based on the favorable reports of 
the German experts sent to America.

The failure of Chairman Boutelie, of 
the house naval committee, to satisfac- 
torily explain why the bill reported ap- 
propriated $545 a ton to pay for Krupp 
armor for the battleships Maine, Mis- 
souri, and to tell what foreign govern- 
ments were paying for the same armor, 
resulted in the house reducing the 
amount to $445 a ton. In order to get 
the amount restored, the navy depart- 
ment has placed the information ‘before 
the senate that might have prevented 
the reduction being made by the house. 
Russia is paying $575 a ton for the 
Krupp armor that is being used on the 
two warships the Cramps are ‘building, 
and Great ‘Britain is paying $568 a ton 
for the same armor. The two Ameri- 
can companies which make armor of- 
fered to furnish the Krupp aritaor, for 
the four battleships for $545 a ton; hence 
the placing of that amount in the bill.

Long-headed 
men believe that there is greater dan- 
ger of a war with Germany now than 
there was at any time while the war 
with Spain was going on, and, should 


their fears be realized, congress would 


at once heve to be called in extra ses- 
sion.

From Ann Arbor to Lansing When 


One Justice Bill Killed—Yeas 
81, Nays 0. 


City Attorney Butterfield Made a 
Strong Plea for Its Adoption and 
Even Wanted the Council to Post- 
pone Action Atter It Was Killed. 


Thanks to the good judgment of the 
citizens of Ann Arbor, the ‘single jus- 
tice and remodeled jury system’’ Dill, 
which has been introduced’ in thie legis- 
lature to somebody’s special order, is 


dead. 


A public meeting of citizens had been 
called for last night at tthe council 
chamber to discuss the matter, and the 
meeting had been so thoroughly adver- 
tised by The Times that the room was 
too small to contain all 
wished to be present. It was necessary 
to adjourn into the more commodious 
quarters of the court room, 

Pres. Luick came a little late and Ald. 
Coon was made president pro tem. All 


of the aldermen were in their places ex- 


cept Ald. Weeks, Howell and Cady. 
In order to bring the matter before 
the council, Ald. Hamilton moved that 
Senator Ward.be requested to withdraw 
the bill from the legislature, ‘‘as the 
people of Ann Arbor do noi want it.’ 
Then City Attorney Butterfield, who 
pleaded guilty to being the father of the 
bill, made as strong a plea for the adop- 
tion of the bill as if he were defending 
a man for his liberty. He spoke for an 
hour, reviewing the present method of 


‘jurisprudence in justice courts and lay- 


ing great stress upon the incompetency 
of justice court juries. He accused 
himself of being a philanthropist (in 
just that word) in drafting the bill, and 
Said he did it to remedy an evil. He 
said he had been met by vicious at- 
tacks by the press of the city for his 


authorship of the bill. 


We believe that The Times is the only 
paper of the city which has taken up 
the fight against the proposed bill and 
While we feel 
gratified at Mr. Butterfield character- 
izing The Times as ‘‘the press of the 


city,” it is denied that there has been | 


any attack made upon him personally. 

Mr. Butterfield paid a just tribute to 
Justice Duffy’s integrity, and said it 
was a fine example of what a single 
justice system would do, The Times 
does not believe it is a “fine example,” 
It is a most exceptional example. If 
Ann Arbor could always get as good 
justices as John L. Duffy or E. B. Pond, 
there would be little objection to a sin- 
gle justice, but, as has been stated, they 
are the exceptions to the rule. 

During the course of Mr. Butterfield’s 
argument, Ald. Hamilton inquired: 
“Why does the bill say that the justice 
must be a lawyer?” 

Mr. Butterfield—‘‘Because I believe 
that the lawyers should be the judges.” 

A Voice—‘‘But somebody has said that 
all judges should be -honest men.” 
(Laughter.) : | 

Mr. Butterfield then went on to ex- 
plain the method of how the jury was 
to be -selected. ‘‘There will be 40 
names written out by thé supervisor of 
each ward. That is the whole thing in 
a nutshell,” said he. 

Ald. Hamilton—‘“‘It 
pretty big nutshell.” —- 

Mr. Butterfield finally closed, and then 
Capt. Manly moved that it be the sense 
of the citizens assembled that Senate 
Bill No. 29 should not pass, and in this 
he was supported from all parts of the 
room. oe 

Mr. Manly maide a vigorous speech op- 
posing the bill, and G. Frank Allmen- 
dinger made a telling point against it. 

Finally Ald. Hamilton called for the 
question, and there were cries of “Kill 
it! Kill it!’ from all‘over the court 
room, = 

Pres. Coon called >for the ayes on 
Capt. Manly’s motion, and 81 persons 
stood up. About 15 or 20 who were 
either in favor of the ‘bill or who did 
not care kept their seats. But when 
the nays were called not a single man 
had the nerve to rise up, and the ob- 
noxious proposed change in Ann Ar- 
bor’s judicial system was defeated in a 
mass meeting of representative citizens 
by a vote of 81 to 0.

We do 
not desire to enter into retail; what we 
are after is a good place to manutac- 
ture exclusively. We do not want ary 
cash ‘bonuses whatever; we have ample 
capital to carry qn our enterprise, but 
we have been offered in some towns a 
building large enough to carry on our 
business, rent free and clear of all tax- 
ation. What we desire to secure is a 
large enough building equipped with 
about two hundred sewing machines, 
and we will use our own capital to run 
it. We sell a great deal of our product 
in adjacent ‘territory, and we are de- 
sirous of securing a plant in a territory 
conveniently situated. We await your 
pleasure in the matter. Very truly, 
MEYBERHOFF, SON & CO. 


Upon motion a committee, composed 
of Robert Campbell, Arthur Browa, 
Thomas Keech, H. G. Prettyman and 
Titus Hutzel were appointed to look 
into the matter of a location. 

Estimating that he average wages 
would be $4 a week, which is low, if this 
factory comes here it will mean §$£00 a 
week or over $40,000 a year coming into 
Ann Arbor.

Long-headed 
men ‘believe that there is greater dan- 
ger of a war with Germany now than 
there was at any time ‘while the war 
with Spain was going on, and, should 
their fears ‘be realized, congress would 
at once have to be called in extra ges- 
sion.

W. M. Scott, state entomologist, reports 
that the commercial fruit crop of Georgia 
was entirely destroyed by the recent cold 
wave. 

Heavy rain, which changed to snow 
throughout the northern part of the state, 
has been falling in Kansas. The wheat 
belt got an inch and a half of rain, and 
in the northeast corner two inches fell.

The monster smokehouse of the Jacob 
Dold Packing company at Wichita, Kan., 
together with its contents of 60,000 pounds 
of meat, was destroyed by fire Monday.

Various stockholders headed by J. W. 
Hedden have filed suit for the appointment 
of a receiver for the Louisville (Ky.) Dis- 
patch. The petitioners aver that the paper 
has been run at a loss of $1,300 monthly for 
a long time, and its present liabilities are 
$40,000. 

Jules Jeanneret, a Swiss watchmaker, 
aged 36, committed suicide on Jefferson 
avenue, Detroit, Mich., by stabbing himself 
in the heart. Mr. Jeanneret was sent to this 
country by the Swiss government in charge 
of their exhibit at the horological depart- 
ment at the world’s fair in 1893. 

President J. W. Springer, of the National 
Live Stock association, after a personal in- 
vestigation of the condition of cattle in 
Texas, places the loss from the blizzards 
at ten per cent. This is the most serious 
loss, he points out, since 1886, when over $0 
per cent. of the range cattle perished. 

All the creeks and small streams in Mad- 
ison and adjoining counties in Illinois have 
overflowed their banks and inundated 
many thousands of acres of seeded farm- 
ing land, entailing the partial or total loss 
of crops. Railway roadbeds are greatly 
imperiled, and gangs of men are patrolling 
them to prevent breaks or the submerging 
of tracks.

In order to bring the matter before 
the council, Ald. Hamilton moved that 
Senator Ward.be requested to withdraw 
the bill from the legislature, ‘‘as the 
people of Ann Arbor do not ‘want it.” 

Then City Attorney Butterfield, who 
pleaded guilty to being the father of the 
bill, made as strong a plea for the adop- 
tion of the bill as if he were defending 
a man for his liberty. He spoke for an 
hour, reviewing the present method of 


‘jurisprudence iin justice courts and lay- 


ing great stress upon the incompetency 
of justice court juries. He accused 
himself of being a philanthropist (in 
just that word) in drafting the bill, and 
Said he did it to remedy an evil. He 
said he had been met iby vicious at- 


tacks by the press of the city for his 
authorship of the bill. 


We believe that The Times is the only 
paper of the city which has taken up 
the. fight against the proposed bill and 
While we feel 
gratified at Mr. Butterfield character- 
izing The Times as ‘‘the press of the 
city,” it is denied that there has been 


any attack made upon him personally. 


Mr. Butterfield paid a just tribute to 
Justice Duffy’s integrity, and said it 
was a fine example of what a single 
justice system would do. The Times 
does not believe it is a “fine example,” 
It is a most exceptional example. If 
Ann Arbor could always get as good 
justices as John L. Duffy or E. B. Pond, 
there would be little objection to a sin- 
gle justice, but, as has been stated, they 
are the exceptions to the rule, 

During the course of Mr. Butterfield’s 
argument, Ald. Hamilton inquired: 
“Why does the ‘bill say that the justice 
must be a lawyer?” 

Mr. Butterfield—‘‘Because I believe 
that the lawyers should be the judges.” 

A Voice—‘‘But somebody has said that 
all judges should be honest men.” 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. Butterfield then went on to ex- 
plain the method of how the jury was 
to be -selected. ‘‘There will be 40 
names written out by the supervisor of 
each ‘ward. That is the whole thing in 
a nutshell,’’ said he. 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘It 
pretty big nutshell.’” = 

Mr. Butterfield finally closed, and then 
Capt. Manly moved that it be the sense 
of the citizens assembled that Senate 
Bill No. 29 should not pass, and in this 
he was supported from all parts of the 
room. À 

Mr. Manly made a vigorous speech op- 
posing the bill, and G. Frank Allmen- 
dinger made a telling point against it. 

Finally Ald. Hamilton called for the 
question, and there were cries of “Kill 
it! Kill it!’ from all‘over the court 
room. : . 

Pres. Coon called for the ayes on 
Capt. Manly’s motion, and 81 persons 
stood up. About 15 or 20 who were 
either in favor of the bill or who did 
not care kept their seats. But when 
the nays were called not a single man 
had the nerve to rise up, and the ob- 
noxious proposed change in Ann Ar- 
bor’s judicial system was defeated in a 
mass meeting of representative citizens 
by a vote of 81 to 0. 

Mr. Butterfield seemingly did not real- 
ize that his pet bill was thoroughly 
whipped. After the vote was an- 
nounced ‘he said: “I think this is the 
most unanimous meeting ever held in 
the court house. I understood that 
there was one or two scattering friends 
of the measure, but I find it is not so.” 

Ald. Hamilton—“‘Only a scattering 
one.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Butterfield then commenced to 
argue for the bill again, and pleaded 
with the council to postpone action cn 
the bill. | 

Ald. Hamilton—‘‘The court is dead. 
Why not bury ‘it now.’’. (Applause.) 

Ald. Hamilton’s original motion was 
then brought up, and Aid. Brown was 
the only alderman twho opposed it. 

Thus there only remains the duty 
which Senator Ward is bound to per- 
form, in obeying the wish of the citi- 
zens and withdraw the ‘bill from the 
legislature.

It is now known beyond question 
that the men composing this expedition 


expect to see fighting in Central Amer- 
ica. Reports as to their destination] 


have béen conflicting, both Guatemala 
and Honduras having been mentioned, 
but men who are leaders in the adven- 
ture have secretly informed their 
friends that the real destination is Nic- 
aragua. For over two months recruits 
have been quietly gathering here. The 
men enlisting have been assured that 
the invaders have good backing, and 
have been told that capitalists of na- 
tional prominence are furnishing the 
money to equip, transport and arm the 
expedition. The purpose, it is alleged, 
is to secure control of the government 
of Nicaragua, but whether in connec- 
tion with the revolutionists now waging 
war in Nicaragua, or independent of 
them, is not known. It is hinted that 
if the expedition shall prove successful 
the men who are furnishing the money 
expect to secure valuable. concessions, 
and to have something to say about the 
future contro] of the Nicaragua canal. 
However, others are quite positive that 
the destination is Honduras, and still

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IMPROVEMENT IN MORALS. 


“Has Christian life and belief degen- 
erated in our time from that of our 
fathers?’ was the subject which inter- 
ested the business men’s ciess at the 
Congregational church Sunday morn- 
ing. The discussion as led by Judge 
Rufus Waples, whom it did not. take 
long to convinee his hearers that while 
much of the ceremonials and even ai- 
tendance upoa church may not be as 
strictly followed as in former years, the 
real genuine spirit of religious service 
and genuine and practical Christianity 


have materially improved from! the 
time of our fathers. 

The judge stated that almost all 
churches, if not all; have the 


same 
standard of faith as in the past; that 
in fact the Catholics remain stationary; 
that there have been no innovations on 
the doctrine of our flathers, but that 
there have been changes as to the 
propagation of doctrines; that the same 
doctrines are believed ‘but the teach- 
ings are different; that formerly faith 
was the important element, now love is 
of the greatest importanee; that the 
Bible is still the rule of conduct, but 
that the spirit rather than the letter of 
the scriptures is the guide; that no.-iso- 
lated sentence governs the meaning but 
that the entire is taken to lighten up 
the meaning. - ; 

As a test of improvement in. Chris- 
tianity and morals upon the past, the 
judge mentioned the better tone and 
liberality of religious writings; the 
union gatherings of religious denomina- 
tions where in the past there was dis- 
cord and strife; the talk of confederat- 
ing all evangelical churches through- 
out the world; the rarity of trials for 
heresy where in the past they were of 
frequent occurrence. He recounted the 
grand achievements at the present time 
in all matters which pertain to chari- 
ties; the vast accomplishments in the 
mission work both foreign and at home; 
the activity of the Y. M. C. `A. associa- 
tions throughout the country; the un- 
selfish and practical work among the 
poor by the Salvation Army; the Chris- 
tian charities of modern armies toward 
the enemy in warfare, both on land and 
Sea; the resort to arbitration—these 
and a thousand other indications and 
facts can be stated to show the advance 
of the world in the cause of humanity 
and right and for which the world is 
entirely indebted to Christianity. The 
judge also mentioned the change in the 


church itself upon the subject of tem- 


perance, amusements of all kinds, the 
narrow sentiment entertained toward 
‘women in the past and contrasted it 
With the liberality of the present, in the 
active work of women in our churches 
and in all matters which pertained to 
the advancement of humanity and the 
race, 

He admitted that we might fall short 
in some of the external manifestations. 
of religion, but ‘that the core of Chris- 
tianity is far in advance of the past, 
that the ‘“‘tree should be judged by its 
fruit,” and so judged, the evidence is 
clear in favor of the present Christian- 
ity. 

The expression of the class fully con- 
curred with the views. of the judge. 

‘The coming Sunday, Col. B. M. 
Thompson will favor the class with a 
discussion of the subject of “Taxation. 
Do the rich bear their share and should 
church property be taxed?”

DEATH OF MRS. NOAH GHEEVER, 


The early morning hours of Sunday, 
Feb. 26th, 1899, witnessed the departure 
from a life of much suffering, but of far 
greater activity, of Adelia Noble 
Cheever. Born in Ann Arbor April 13, 
1844, she spent her almost 55. years’ in 
this city, but by her remarkable influ- 
ence on scores of young people whose 
lives have touched hers, her life has 
gone out all over this country and be- 
yond, September 2nd, 1868, she married 
Judge Noah W. Cheever, who survives 
To them were born tiwo children, 
the younger of whom, Ernest, lived but 
three years. The elder, William S., af- 
ter completing his college course and 
entering a business career, was, on Aug. 
14, 1896, suddenly cut off at the thresh- 
old of a most promising future. This 
crushing loss no doubt hastened the 
termination of complications against 
which she had so bravely struggled for 
more than twenty years, and in spite of 
which she had lived a ife of the 
greatest activity, though for many 
years she was able to leave her home 
but little. But if she was unable to go 
to others, her magnetic and sympa- 
thetic nature drew others to her, so that 
few in this country are so widely and 
so well known as she, Her power in 
this direction was nothing short of ge- 


nius, and many are asking the question,- 


“Who, now that Mrs. Cheever is gone, 
will take up her 'work of finding and 
meeting the needs of the great numer 
of lives that she, perhaps by intuition, 
was able to help in just the necessary 
way?’ ‘Though none of the children 
born to her survives her, yet scores of 
her foster children whom she has moth- 
ered just when and as they needed, rise 
up to call her blessed. 

“As we meet and touch each day 
The many travelers on our way, 
Let every such brief contact be 

-` A glorious, helpful ministry” 

was a thought that was part of her life. 
Thoug many who knew her helping 
hand were students, yet she confined 
herself to no class or age, ‘and Ann Ar- 
bor is full of homes that could tell of 
Mrs. Cheever’s loving, helpful atten- 
tions many times repeated. No one will 
know here how many such there be, for 
she was one who did not let her right 
hand know what her ieft hand did, and 
even her husband and sister in her own 
home knew of her benefactions only as 
was needful to carry them out. It had 
for some years ‘been a fond hope of hers 
that she might find a way to give stu- 
dents an opportunity to earn their way 
through college, and many days of her 
time in recent years had been given to 
an effort to find an industry that could 
be established here in which students 
could perform the labor ,thereby earn- 
ing the means to carry them through 
college. 
During nearly all her life Mrs. Chee- 
ver was a faithful and consistent mem- 
ber of the Congregational church, and 
as long as she had the physica! strength 
her Christian life found expression in 


-the activities of the church, especially 


in the choir and the Sunday school. Her 
warm Christian love and faith were 
known here as elsewhere by her works. 
For some years she had been able to 
get out occasionally only, and for about 
two years the evidences that her phy- 
sical troubles were nearing a climax 
have been multiplying. It now develops 
that there had been a grad.ial harden- 
ing of the tissues at the base of the 
brain, affecting the center of control of 
the physical forces. While this had no 
effect on her intellectual activity, it 
caused serious and painful disturbances 
physically. It was inevitable/that this 
should at last stop the current of life, 
but the end was somewhat hastened 
probably by an attack of the grippe,

Judge: Noah W. Cheever, who survives 
her. To them were born two children, 
the younger of whom, Ernest, lived but 
three years. The elder, William S., af- 
ter completing his college course and 
entering a business career, was, on Aug. 
14, 1896, suddenly cut off at the thresh- 
old of a most promising future. This 
crushing loss no doubt hastened the 
termination of complications against 
which she had so bravely struggled for 
more than twenty years, and in spite of 
which she had lived a “ife of the 
greatest activity, though for many 
years she was able to leave her home 
but little. But if she was unable to go 
to others, her magnetic and sympa- 
thetic nature drew others to her, so that 
few in this country are So widely and 
so well known as she, Her power in 
this direction was nothing short of ge- 


nius, and many are asking the question,- 


“Who, now that Mrs. Cheever is gone, 
will take up her ‘work of finding and 
meeting the needs of the great number 
of lives that she, perhaps by ‘intuition, 
was able to help in just the necessary 
way?’ Though none of the children 
born to her survives her, yet scores of 
her foster children whom she has moth- 
ered just when and as they needed, rise 
up to call her blessed. 

“AS we meet and touch each day 
The many iravelers on our way, 
Let every such brief contact be 

A glorious, helpful ministry” 

was a thought that was part of her life. 
Thoug many who knew her helping 
hand were students, yet she confined 
herself to no class or age, and Ann Ar- 
bor is full of homes that could tell of 
Mrs. Cheever’s loving, helpful atten- 
tions many times repeated. No one will 
know here how many such there be, for 
she was one who did not let her right 
hand know what her jeft hand did, and 
even her husband and sister in her own 
home knew of her benefactions only as 
was needful to carry them out. It had 
for some years ‘been a fond hope of hers 
that she might find a way to give stu- 
dents an opportunity to earn their way 
through college, and many jays of her 
time in recent years had ‘been given to 
an effort to find an industry that could 
be established here in which students 
could perform the labor ,thereby earn- 
ing the means to carry them, ‘through 
college. 3 
During nearly all her life Mrs. Chee- 
ver was a faithful and consistent mem- 
ber of the Congregational church, and 
as long as she had the physical stren gth 
her Christian life found expression in 
the activities of the church, especially 
in ‘the choir and the Sunday school. Her 
warm Christian love and faith were 
known here as elsewhere by her works. 
For some years she had been able to 
get out occasionally only, and for about 
two years the evidences that her phy- 
sical troubles were nearing a climax 
have been multiplying. It now develops 
that there had been a grad.ial harden- 
ing of the tissues at the base of the 
brain, affecting the center of control of 
the physical forces. While this had no 
effect on her intellectual activity, it 
caused serious and painful disturbances 
physically. It was inevitable that this 
should at last stop the current of life, 
but the end was somewhat hastened 
probably by an attack of the grippe, 
That she was able, despite these physi- 
cal derangements, to live a life of such 
activity and usefulness, is little short 
of the marvelous, but her forgetfulness 
of self and incessant thought for things 
and people outside herself must have 
made her condition better, so far as 
such amelioration was possible. Truly 
in giving her life she saved it, both 
physically and ‘spiritually, and for long 
years she will live in the lives of many 
whose whole career has been profound- 
ly influenced and in many instances en- 
tirely changed by contact with her.

~~ CUBAN LETTER. 


The following letter was written from 
Cuba by Lee ‘Stumpenhusen, son of 
Representative Stumpenhusen, of Ypsi- 
lanti township: 

“I haven’t heard a word from anyone 
since I have been on the island, but it 


is not strange, as we are lost here, if 


we ever were. We have a lovely camp 
and I don’t see why it should be un- 
healthy. Our nearest town is Rodrigo, 
about four miles distant, and such a 
piace. Rawsonville is a city compared 
with it. Aside from two or three large 
Sugar mills, several miles away, there 
is nothing in sight, and but very fe'w 
natives show themselves around the 
camp. ‘There is nothing to guard here 


except ourselves, so we have sent out 


only one detail of 20 men from the regi- 
ment. As soon as we get settled, how- 
ever, we expect to go to some of the 
Sugar mills and towns in the vicinity. 
We are camped on the side of a hijil 
looking across a valley for 
The country has lain so long 
uncultivated that it has grown up to 
grass and bushes and looks pretty wild. 
I do not know who the -owners are, but 
suppose they left the island. I am 
quite well impressed with the place and 
think there is money to be made here 
if anything ever gets settled and one 
could ‘buy land. I was talking with one 
American planter who has returned. 
He has about 3,000 acres of land, but 
everything upon it—houses, mills, etc.— 
were destroyed during the war. He has 
nothing left to start himself with, but 
says his plan is to find someone who 
will stock up the ranch with cattle un- 
til he can get upon his feet again. Cat-» 
tle can be bought in Jamaica for $15 per 
head, while beefsteak sells here for 50 
cents per pound. The grass tiuey feed 
here is Guinea grass, which grows to a 
height of five or six feet. For the last 
few days we have had quite cool weath- 
er, with some rain. Our tents are 14x14 
feet and the ffoors are two feet high, 
and it has been proven by experience 
that the hardest rains cannot wet 
through. Our water and provisions are 
good, so you see we are preity well 
fixed. We could not spend a cent if we 
had it, and most of us haven’t it. We 
had lots of fun in Cienfuegos and would 
have learned a good deal of Spanish, but 


all we can do here is to learn how io get | 


out of work. 

I hope that when they take us back 
to the U. S. they will let us come by 
way of New York.’ Some of the boys 
say that they will never go back until 
the ocean freezes. 

The only fruit ripe now are sour or 
anges and a little thing without namie, 
at least we do not know what they are. 
There are lots of green cocoanuts and 
pineapples. I hope that we will get 
home in ‘time for strawberries, as they 
are about the only things that I have 
missed. They say that there are lots of 
deer about. 20 miles from here, so if I 
can ‘get a pony and a couple of good 
fellows I shall go up there for a short 
time. Almost the only horses they have 
here are lean ponies weighing about 700 
pounds, the work being all done with 
The place where we are 
camped was once a ‘winter resort called 
Amaro. The only thing left of it now, 
however, is a dismantled hotel and an 
old bath house.

American planter who has returned. 
He has about 3,000 acres of land, but 
everything upon it—houses, mills, ete.— 
were destroyed during the war. He has 
nothing left to start himself with, but 
says his plan is to find someone who 
will stock up the ranch with cattle un- 
til he can get upon his feet again. Cat-- 
tle can ‘be bought in Jamaica for $15 per 
head, while beefsteak sells here for 50 
cents per pound. The grass tney feed 
here is Guinea grass, which grows toa 
height of five or six feet. For the last 
few days we have had quite cool weath- 
er, with some rain. Our tents are 14x14 
feet and the floors are two feet high, 
and it has been proven by experience 
that the hardest rains cannot wet 
through. Our water and provisions are 
good, so you see we are preity wel 

fixed. We could not spend a cent if we 
had it, and most of us haven’t it. We 
had lots of fun in Cienfuegos and would 
have learned a good deal of Spanish, but 
all we can do here is to learn how to get 
out of work. 

I hope that when they take us back 
to the U. S. they will let us come by 
way of New York.’ Some of the boys 
say that they will never go back until 
the ocean freezes. 

The only fruit ripe now are sour or- 
anges and a little thing without name, 
at least we do not know what they are. 
There are lots of green cocoanuts and 
pineapples. I hope that we will get 
home in time for strawberries, as they 
are about ‘the only things that I have 
missed. They say that there are lois of 
deer about. 20 miles from here, so if I 
can get a pony and a couple of good 
fellows I shall go up there for a short 
time. Almost the only horses they have 
here are lean ponies weighing about 700 
pounds, the work being all done with 


/oxen or mules. The place where we are 


camped was once a ‘winter resort called 
Amaro. The only thing left of it now, 
however, is a dismantled hotel and an 
old bath house. We are about 25 miles 
west of Santa Clara city. We came 
from Cienfuegos on the cars second 
class. Oh, those cars. They were of the 
“pox” variety with board seats running 
lengthwise, without any backs. First- 
class cars are worse than smokers at 
home; don’t know what third class must 
be. There were some pretty senoritas 
in ‘Cienfuegos, but it was rather dif- 
cult to entertain them as they did not 
Know a word of our language. They 
were all very willing to learn, however. 
Well, I must close. Please write soon 
and tell me all the news,
